over a hundred lives, give a graphic 
description of the disaster. 


Owing to the rough sea, 
together 


with a thick snowstorm, the Captain 
ot the Hilda probably took the huay 
lijftt of the rocks for the St. Malo 
lighthouse. 
He gave signals which 


were not seen by harbor employes, 
and 
thp steamer 
proceeded slowly 


towards the light. 


When the Hilda 
struck the rocks, 


the steamer's boilers exploded and she 
was cut In two, giving the passengers 
no time to save their lives. 


Seven bodies wearing life belts were 


stranded off the village 
of St. 
Cast 


yesterday evening. The coast near St. 
Malo Is covered with wreckage and 
some cattle. 


Two-thirds of the Hilda's passen- 


gers were French farmers returning to 
France with heavy sums of gold for 
the yearly harvest of potatoes, others 
were Kngllsh families who were go- 
ing-to spend the winter at Dinard. 


The wreck lies on the beach three 


miles off St. Malo> showing only her 
mainmast and 
forecastle. 
A corre- 


spondent of the Matin 
went to the 


scene of the wreck on a government 
steamer with the local officials. 


They picked up five bodies which 


were entangled in tae rigging of the 
Hilda. The bodies presented a1 dread- 
ful spectacle with arms and legs twist- 
ed In all dlrec-lons and hands torn 
with desperate struggling.

Only three 
of them are unmarried.

This Is thn line of reform 
that .has been successfully pursued :!n 
a- number of Eastern States, and It !s 
thought that Its application here. In 
California would lessen several of tlte 
most glaring evils that now exist in 
the operation of the old general prop- 
erty tax. 
The revenues of the State of.Cali- 
fornia amount In round numbers to 
nine and one-half, mtllicins (»9,BOO,000) 
per annum. 
Of this sum, seven and 
one-half 
millions 
($7.500,000) - 
are 
raised by way of taxation; fee* and 
the Incoma from public property, to- 
gether with a number of miscellaneous 
items of income, making up the other 
two millions. 
Of the seven and one-half millions 
raised by taxation, approximately four 
and one-half millions are for educa- 
tional purposes and are In no proper 
sense State revenues, the State being 
merely -the agent of the local govern- 
ments for the collection and appor- 
tionment of these moneys which .are 
spent in the various school districts. 
It is thought that If these three mill- 
ions could tie raised from sources of 
taxation independent of those sources 
used by the county, and local govern- 
ments, that the State rate, as now lev- 
ied on property, might be very ma- 
terially reduced; and that possibly. If 
sufficient revenues can be found, the 
necessity of a State levy on property 
in general 'mifcht 
be - entirely done 
away "with. 
The Idea upon which the commission 
is at work Is that railroads, telegraph 
and 
telephone 
companies, 
express 
companies, and all other corporations 
whose business extends throughout the 
State and is In no sense localized, 
should be taxed for State purposes 
alone and that the taxation of real es- 
tate and of tangible personal proper- 
ty -which is easily reached by the as- 
sessor should be left to the counties 
and local governments. It Is thought 
that this would result 
in 
greater 
equality of taxation, 
Inasmuch 
as 
there -would no longer be any Induce- 
ment or reason for the assessor to 
undervalue property, such as now ex- 
ists in the fact that the State tax Is 
imposed on top of the county and other 
local taxes upon the 
same assessed 
valuation. This would do away with 
the cost, friction., and annoyance of 
State equalization .and would give the 
counties practically home rule in mat- 
ters 'concerning their own taxation. 


FURTHER WORK. . 


. The. .Commission >ias not proceeded 
far enough in Its -work to be able to 
reach any final conclusion as to the 
recommendations -which it may make 
In its report to the next Legislature, 
but is industriously gathering 
every 
scrap of information available, bear- 
ing upon the working of the present 
system and the effect of the proposed 
changes. 
The Commission has already deter- 
mined, iiowever, that In order to ac- 
complish any satisfactory -reform In 
the system of taxation In this Stat« I 
and to bring it into line -with that 
which has been Introduced In. other 
States during -the past twenty or 
twenty-five years, it will be necessa- 
ry to amend the Constitution. The 
Constitution of California at the pres- 
ent, time'prescribes the general prop- 
erty tax without exception for State, 
county and municipal purposes. 
At the same time, Ciowever, 
the 
Commission Is at work upon a number 
of minor changes In the revenue laws 
which it is hoped will make them work 
more smoothly and' equitably. .Among 
other things It Is Investigating the ex- 
pense of collecting taxes In California. 
It finds that the total expense per an- 
num Is about 5780,000 for the collection 
of twenty-five and 
one-half 
million 


($25,500,000) dollars 
of State 
and 
county taxes (this Is exclusive-of city 
taxes), or a little over three per cent, 
an amount which seerna to be some- 
what excessive. 
. 
' 
. . . . 
The most serious -waste, however, 
arises in connection with the dupli- 
cation of assessment' rolls by cities, 
many of which maintain their own 
separate assessors' offices 
and 
tax 
collectors' offices which duplicate in 
a -way the work already done if pre- 
cisely the same-character bjr the coun- 
ty assessors. If the city Saxes were 
levied; as are school district taxes, for 
example, upon the' county assessment 
roll and collected by the county tax 
collectors at the aame time and In the 
same manner as county 
taxes are 
levied and collected, there 7?ou!d be a. 
considerable saving.

The only method of reducing the 


5780,000 . per annum which- It: costs. % 
collect the State and county taxes (ex-. 
elusive of city taxes) would be-to ar- 
range, as many other^ States do, tor 
an assessment of real estate only once 
in every three, four, or five years, In- 
stead of annually as Is now the case.

ported by the Alta. That was won by 
Lowd, whose scoring was 102 inches in 
100 shots. 
Dr. Pardee had scored 19S 
Inches on his string In the eightieth shot, 
and he conceded the match. 
H*s rifle 
was subsequently found to be out of re- [ 
pair and further shooting was postponed. 
The final result of these shooting matches 
appears to have .been overlooked by the 
newspaper reporters of the time.

When a man Is buying a horse for 


.family use, several considerations pre- 
, sen: themselves: 


1st—He desires that the horse shall 


present an attractive appearance. A 
horse that looks like a sleepy old plug* 
and yet at the crack of a whip awakes 
ant) trots a mile in 2:20 is all right for 
the man who wants some amusing ex- 


' perience in road racing, but he is not 


buying that kind of , an animal for 
family use. • He wants a horse with 
corns style about him. 


2d—He wants a fair amount of 


•"need. 
The horse must not only be 


presentable, but must be able to reach 
his destination In reasonable time. 


3d—A man wants a horse that his 


family can drive. It Is this considera- 
tion which presents itself most strong- 
ly to him and Is one of the'first ques- 
•tions he asks. 
He is not going to 


trust his family to a horse that goes 
up in the air every time a small dog 
barks at him, nor one that side-steps 
ten feet at sight of a piece of paper in 
the -road, nor one that takes the bit 
•in his teeth and runs away -whenever 
he takss the notion. In short, the man 
•wants a horse that is easily managed 


-.and can be driven by any member of 
-the family. This Is horse sense. 


Now, why does a man lose complete 


sight of this last factor when he is 
buying an automobile? He consults 
appearance, style and speed, but when 
it comes to the question of a machine 
that any member of the family can 
drive, that consideration never enters 
bi* head. 
He buys on appearance, 


fferle and speed, and, later, when his 
family wants to run the machine, finds 
that he has.one so complicated that 
.he is afraid to trust It to them'. Then 
/ he begins to think, and wishes he had 


done his thinking before he bought his 
machine. The outcome is that he hires 
a chauffeur, whom lie pays $100 or so 
per month, who is supposed to keep 
the machine In repair, but does little 
of that, and who uses the machine at! 
night for the purpose of hauling his j 
individual friends around. At the end i

his automobile has cost him so much. 
If he bought a family automobile on 
the same principles he would 
have 


bought a family horse, he would be a 
number of good, hard dollars in pocket, 
much more at peace with his family, 
and his family much more satisfied 
with the automobile. 
For a family automobile, there Is

Corea a Japanese Province 


By a display of military force and the liberal employment/ of 


threats, the Japanese commission, headed by Marquis Ito, has co- 
srced the Corean ministers, with one exception, into signing a con- 
vention which virtually converts Corea into a Japanese province. 
The Emperor of Corea now becomes a mere figure-head, having no 
real power in his dominions and only maintaining a shadow of 
authority. He is allowed to retain his title, his palace, his concu- 
bines and his royal state, but his ministers are Japanese puppets and 
the actual ruler of the empire will be a Japanese Governor-General. 
Corea's external relations will be dictated henceforth by the Japa- 
nese Foreign Office at Tokio, while Japanese officials will admin- 
ister the customs and Japanese will police the empire. 


This complete subversion of Corean independence is a logical 


sequence and a necessary corollary of the result of the Treaty of 
Portsmouth, which terminated the war between Russia and Japan. 
That the convention was signed in spite of the Emperor's express 
prohibition is merely a proof of its farcical character. Of 
course 


the Emperor's ministers had no right or power to sign away their 
sovereign's birthright and their country's independence, but the 
world will take little notice of that. No other power is likely to in- 
terfere with Japan so long as existing treaty rights are respected; 
Indeed, the general understanding appears to have been when the 
Treaty of Portsmouth was concluded that Japan should have a free 
haad in Corea. 


While the change was violent and contrary to the abstract prin- 


ciples of justice, it will in the end prove all the batter for the Coreans 
themselves and for the cause of progressive civilization. 
The-po- 


litical system of Corea is rotten to the core. The Emperor is a 
weak, superstitious Oriental'voluptuary, controlled by women and 
favorites who corrupt everything they touch. The officials 
are 


blackmailers and bribe-takers to a man. The judicial system is one 
vast web of chicane and fraud; justice is a matter of barter and sale, 
and legal process is only another name for robbery and injustice. 
The civil government is perhaps the most inefficient and venal on 
the face of the earth. 


No change from such a system could be for the worse. The 


Japanese have proved themselves to be good administrators; they 
will bring order out of chaos in Corea, and give the country a stable 
government and an established order; a police system that will af- 
ford real protection, and a judicature that iwill. mean something 
more than corrupt collusion between litigants and the courts. They 
will develop Corea's latent, resources, construct roads and bridges, 
suppress the banditti who have heretofore plied their trade within 
the very precincts of the palace itself, and stimulate the dormant 
energies df the inhabitants. While their policy will be dictated by 
the same selfish motives that have governed the British in India, 
and its accomplishment doubtless be accompanied by some injustice 
and sporadic acts of oppression, its general effect and purpose will 
be beneficial to the Coreans and to mankind at large. 


The Coreans are powerless to protect themselves from external 


aggression and lack the necessary moral leaven to ferment political 
. regeneration at home. Co\vardly, slotfiful and mentally inert, ac- 
cepting tyranny as the natural order and corruption as a necessary 
incident of government, they possess none of the elements of self- 
development and no ambition for material and moral improvement. 
"$&&!? Pay blackmail to robbers and give bribes to officials on the 
same principle; in both cases they submit to spoliation with resigned 
passivity, being destitute of the courage to fight the thieves on the 
one hand or the moral stamina to rebel against exactions on the 
other. 


It was their destiny to fall under the dominion of either China, 


Russia or Japan. The Japanese have successively beaten of? China 
and Russia, and now has the prey, such as it is, to herself. Their 
dominance is perhaps the best under the circumstances. We shall 
now see what Japan can do with this "a rag and a bone and a hank 
of hair" of a nation.

General Clunie was 
an eminent lawyer, and there: would have been no impropriety arid 
nothing strange in his .being retained, as-counsel:by:.;an insurance 
company ordinarily,..but in this case President McCurdy gave out 
the implication in his testimony before :"the investijgating commit- 
tee of the New York Legislature that he was employed because.his 
brother was, in his official capacity, making trouble 'for jtKe 'com- 
pany for its failure to comply w<ith the . laws '"of; •/California;' Mc- 
Curdy insinuated that Commissioner Clunie was holding the com- 
pany to a strict compliance with the statutes' for jultiirior purposes 
It is a charge easily made; and not easily disproved, and should, 
therefore, be accepted with caution and given credence only on subr 
stantial proof. The McCurdys were looting the Mutual Life, and 
they are now engaged in excusing their own -misappropriation oi 
the company's funds. This should not be forgotten 
in weighing 


their testimony. While all the facts should be fully brought out, 
mere word of mouth accusations against men of honorable reputa- 
tion are entitled to small credence, let alone insinuations'of the pay- 
ment of blackmail to dead men. 


The Garbage Problem in Chicago 


Chicago is wrestling with the garbage question. The present 


method of collecting and disposing of domestic refuse is unsatis- 
factory, because it is not only unpleasant, and uncleanly, but is also 
unsanitary. A change is imperative, but the city council is hesitating 
as to what method shall be adopted. The problem in Chicago is 
the same as the one that has perplexed and annoyed Oakland for 
many years. The questions at issue are mainly whether the city 
shall collect or merely supervise the collection of garbage an£ 
whether the method of disposal shall be by incineration or reduction. 


Incineration is simply burning. Reduction consists in squeez- 


ing the liquid out of the garbage, skimming the grease from this 
liquid, and converting the dry residue into fertilizer. "About 3 per 
cent of the liquid can be saved for grease, the remainder running off 
into some large body of water. But this liquid is perfectly sanitary 
and comparatively odorless because it has been cooked at a tem- 
perature of 313 degrees Fahrenheit for twelve hours. Boston, 
Philadelphia, New York, Baltimore, Pittsburg and 'Cleveland ren- 
der their garbage. Other cities incinerate it. The success of either 


. process seems to depend upon the .thoroughness with which it is 
carried out. 
. 


The collection is, of course, a matter of detail, but it is attended 


with peculiar difficulties, not the least of which is the rooted dis- 
inclination of a large proportion of householders to conform to reg- 
ulations and handle their kitchen refuse according to prescribed 
rule.

Plants for disposing of garbage properly cost large sums-and 


are expensive to maintain, while relieving garbage collection of its 
offensive and unsanitary features heavily increases the expense. This 
increased expense must either fall on the householder or be a public 
.charge. If it must be borne by the householders, they are as reluct- 
ant to bear the burden as they are to complying with the regulations 
as to how the garbage shall be handled. 


All these phases of the garbage problem are being discussed in 


Chicago with a thoroughness and candor that promise good results. 
The answers developed by inquiry show that the method of collect- 
ing and disposing of garbage is not entirely satisfactory in any city 
in the United States. Every system has its faults, but the main 
trouble seems to be due to official laxity on one hand and to popular 
apposition on the other.

Berkeley yesterday when It was learned 
that the mystery attending the strange 
disappearance of Elizabeth Blossom, who 
left her bedroom, while delirious, at 3 
o'clock Saturday morning, escaping from 
her nurse, had been cleared UD.

Miss Blossom had 
been 
Sheltered 
for 


twenty-four hours In the home of G. C. 
Purcell. a railroad man residing at 728 
Alls ton way. 


The girl had not regained her senses 


•when Detective Jamison and Dr. McCleavc 
went In a carriage to take charge of and 
return her to the Blossom home, and, 
still delirious, fled when the friends who 
sought her . came into the room. 
Sha 
was not captured until after a short, 
swift chase, and then was driven in 
haste to her mother's home on Ridge 
road. 
A score or more of friends had 
gathered there, prepared to begin anew 
the search for the missing girl. 
Many 
were on horseback, ready to hunt In tho 
hills, where the young woman was sup- 
to have buried herself.

Friday, and Cor four hours was exposed 
to the chill and mist of the raw air as 
she groped her way through Berkeley's 
streets, dressed on}y in a thin night robe, 
&n underskirt and a pair of fancy slip- 
pars. ;It is feared that the experience 
she has undergone will result fatally. 


- Miss Blossom appears to have wan- 
dered from her mother's home on Ridgo 
road, in North Berkeley, in t'ie direction • 
of the West End. and after three hours 
of -wandering, clad only in her night robe 
and a pair of slippers, she asked for 
shelter at 2i.:-. Purcell's home. The Pur- 
cells did not know the girl's Identity and 
failed to notify the authorities of the 
girl's presence in their home. She ar- 
rived at the Purcell's at 7 o'clock Satur- 


day morning and stayajjl there'until Sun- 
day forenoon.

say that Miss 
Blossom's talk was incoherent; that she 
spoke of having run away from her peo-
